Dr. Lessell is formerly affiliated with the Lahey Clinic located at 41 Mall Road in Burlington, MA. (medical records department 29 Mall Road) 
Information was received that Dr. Lessell had previously treated Adam Lanza. 


ACTION TAKEN: 


On 12/17/2012 | telephoned and spoke with Dr. Lessell. After identifying myself and explaining the purpose of my call, Dr. Lessell confirmed that she 
did practice medicine at the Lahey Clinic as a Pediatric Neurologist. She has been retired since 2000 and does not recall treating Adam Lanza. She 
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further explained that if she had a chance to review any records pertaining to Adam, she may have a better recollection of any interaction she had 
with Adam. 


Following my telephone call with Dr. Lessell, | contacted the records department at the Lahey. Clinic. | spoke with Sandra Fisher (supervisor of the 


medical records department) who confirmed there are records on file pertaining to the treatment of Adam Lanza, however a subpoena would be 
necessary for the release of those records. 


This information was provided to Assistant United States Attorney Patel for the facilitation of a subpoena that would be executed by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.

Action Taken: Interview Peter Lanza regarding his son Adam Lanza, and clarify questions relating to gun purchases and ownership. 


On December 16, 2012 at approximately 1530 hours, ATF Special Agent Matthew Shibley and | arrived at the law firm Finn Dixon & Herling located 
at 177 Broad Street in Stamford, CT in order to meet with Peter Lanza and his attorney Michael English. We were met by Peter Lanza and Attorney 
Michael English in the main lobby area of the building. We were then escorted to the 14th floor and sat in a conference room area where the 
interview was conducted. Peter Lanza was visibly upset but cooperative during the interview process. 


| asked Peter Lanza when the last time he had contact with his son Adam. Peter stated that he would periodically send emails to Adam asking how 
he was doing. He stated that he would also ask Adam to join him at different events, or hobbies that Adam enjoyed such as playing arcades, going 
to the shooting range, and attending coin shows. Peter Lanza stated that the last email he sent Adam was sometime in September or October of 
2012. Peter stated that he specifically remembered asking Adam to attend a coin show in New Haven, CT. However, Peter stated that Adam never 
responded to his request, and that he stopped responding to his emails all together sometime back in 2010. Peter also stated that even though 
Adam would not respond to his emails he would still make it a point to reach out to him at least six to eight times over the course of a year. 


Special Agent (S/A) Shibley and I began asking Peter questions relating to gun purchases he and his ex-wife Nancy Lanza made.

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'S/A Shibley asked Peter if he transferred any firearms to Nancy Lanza and:documented the transfer in the Connecticut State firearm registry to 
which Peter replied no. S/A Shibley asked Peter if he ever gave a firearm to Adam Lanza to which he replied no. S/A Shibley asked Peter if he was 
aware of Nancy Lanza purchasing and owning firearms-to which he replied yes..S/A Shibley asked Peter if he was aware-of Nancy Lanza purchasing 
firearms for Adam to which he replied no. Peter stated he assumed Adam had access to firearms purchased by Nancy because on one occasion he 
took Adam to Wooster Mountain Shooting Range and Adam possessed two long guns that he believed were purchased by Nancy.

S/A Shibley asked Peter if Nancy ever transferred firearms to him and documented the transfer in the Connecticut State firearm registry to which he 
replied no. S/A Shibley asked Peter if he ever had a license to carry firearms in the state of Connecticut to which he replied no. 
O Peter stated in 1998 he lived in New Hampshire and he owned a .45 caliber pistol and a .223 caliber rifle. 
S/A Shibley asked Peter what happened to those firearms. Peter replied that he could not remember what he did with the .45 caliber pistol, but the 


.223 caliber rifle was sold at some point by Nancy. Peter stated he thought he sold the .45 caliber pistol to A who 
owned a gun store in New Hampshire but could not be certain. 


At this point | asked Peter Lanza to provide us with a written statement pertaining to the discussion about the guns. Peter Lanza did not object 
however, his attorney Michael English advised him not to provide a written statement at this time. Attorney English stated that he did not see the 
need for his client to provide a written statement after providing a verbal response to the questions asked in the presence of a Special Agent. | 
informed Attorney English that this is a State Police case and it is my agency's policy to obtain a written statement whenever possible.

Also present was attorney Richard Gora who is also:a.member:of the Finn Dixon &:Herling:law firm.:Attorney English informed 
me that they had prepared a written statement pertaining to the gun related questions. The following is a summary of what was: provided in Peter 
Lanza's written statement. 





Peter Lanza stated that he never registered any guns for his son Adam. He also stated that he never registered any guns for his ex-wife Nancy 
Lanza, and to the best of his knowledge Nancy Lanza never purchased or registered any guns in his name. Peter stated that there were several 
occasions prior to 2011, that he took his son Adam to a shooting range located in Monroe, CT. He stated that at the Monroe shooting range he 
would rent a single gun for Adam and him to shoot at targets. Peter stated that he purchased ammunition at the Monroe shooting range for the two 
of them to use. Peter also stated that he recalls a time when he took his son Adam to a shooting range in Danbury, CT. Peter stated that on each 
and every occasion he went shooting with Adam he always kept any unused ammunition, and did not permit Adam to keep any for himself. 

The statement consisted of a one page typed word document which was subsequently signed by Peter Lanza and witnessed by S/A Shibley and I. 
Refer to attached written statement for further details. 


After signing the written statement | asked Peter Lanza to help us understand more about his son Adam and what would cause him to carry out such 
a horrific event. Peter stated that Adam had Aspergers Syndrome, but that he clearly had some other medical condition in order to carry out the 
events at Sandy Hook Elementary School. Peter stated that when Adam was approximately 8-9 years old he told him that " he loved being a kid." 
Peter also stated that Adam enjoyed his time at the Sandy Hook Elementary School when he was a student there. He explained that Adam was a 
very happy kid during this time of his life. Peter stated that when Adam was between the ages of 11-12 he noticed a change in Adam's demeanor. 
He noted that Adam seemed less happy, stressed and frustrated, but did not exhibit any outward signs of anger or aggression. Peter stated that 
Adam hated being photographed or seen in any pictures. Peter described Adam as being very smart and enjoyed learning. He stated that Adam 
attended Newtown High School during his freshman year then his mother Nancy decided that home schooling would be best for him. Peter 
explained that Adam was slightly OCD (Obsessive Compulsive Disorder).

On Wednesday December 19, 2012, at approximately 1100 hours, ЕВ! S/A Tim Kobelia and | met with Yale Child Studies Center Advanced Practice 
Registered Nurse, Kathleen Koenig, who had worked at Yale for the past sixteen years. Yale Associate General Counsel, Matthew Varughese, was 
present for the interview. 


Between the hours of 1115 and 1310 hours, | conducted a verbal interview, which culminated in a written statement, which was notarized by myself 
and witnessed by S/A Kobelia. Koenig’s two-page written statement is attached to this report. 


Koenig’s statement included the fact that she had conducted four (4) face-to-face meetings with Adam Lanza between 10/24/2006 and 02/07/2007. 
Koenig also conducted various email and telephone contacts with Adam Lanza’s mother, Nancy Lanza, during this period. When Koenig first met 
with Adam Lanza, he had already been examined by Dr. Robert King, M.D. (See separate Interview Report regarding Dr. King.) Subsequent to 
10/24/2006, Koenig learned that Adam Lanza was continuing to be seen by Dr. Paul Fox, M.D., who was characterized by Koenig as Adam Lanza’s 
“Primary Psychiatrist.” 


Koenig had received information from Dr. King which outlined his belief that Adam Lanza suffered from a profound Autism Spectrum Disorder, with a 
secondary diagnosis of Obsessive Compulsive Disorder (OCD).

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Koenig expressed her believe that Adam Lanza’s primary diagnosis was OCD, with a secondary diagnosis of Autism Spectrum Disorder. 


Koenig stated Adam Lanza’s OCD severely limited his ability to lead a normal, well-adjusted life. She described him as “Emotionally Paralyzed.” 
Adam Lanza participated in multiple daily rituals — behaviors which he felt compelled to complete — which included the following: 


Sensitivity to light 
-- Inability to touch doorknobs 
Repeated hand-washing/showering 
Obsessive clothes changing 
* Adam Lanza routinely wore the same style clothing (blue polo shirt, khaki pants, 20 sock changes per day) to the degree that Nancy 
Lanza needed to complete three loads of laundry per day. 


-- Distinct avoidance of social interaction — Koenig reported that when Adam Lanza would hear people on the other side of a door, he would wait 
for them to leave before opening the door. 


After speaking with Adam Lanza, Koenig provided Nancy Lanza with two recommendations: 


-- Koenig prescribed medication: Celexa — anti-depressant/anti-anxiety 
-- Koenig recommended Adam Lanza participate in follow-up visits 


Koenig described Nancy Lanza’s response to her recommendations as “non-compliant.” 


Specifically, immediately after prescribing a small dose of Celexa to Adam Lanza, Koenig received a phone call from Nancy Lanza which reported 
her son was “unable to raise his arm.” Nancy Lanza was reporting her son was attributing this symptom to the medication. Nancy Lanza stated due 
to her son’s symptoms, he would be discontinuing use of the medication. Koenig attempted to convince Nancy Lanza that the medication was not 
causing any purported symptoms which Adam Lanza might be experiencing. However, Nancy Lanza was not receptive to Koenig’s reasoning. 


Koenig stipulated that during their interactions, Adam Lanza had asked Koenig specific questions about schizophrenia and OCD. Koenig got the

Koenig did contact Dr. Paul Fox and agreed that his behavioral-based therapy would remain the primary course of treatment for Adam Lanza. 
Koenig planned on continuing to assist Fox in his treatment. However, she stated that Adam Lanza never returned for follow-up visits.

A. King, M.D. at the Yale University Office of the Vice President and Generai Counsel, located at 2 Whitney Avenue in New Haven, CT. Yale 
Associate General Counsel, Mathew Varughese, was present for the interview. 


1 conducted a witness interview with Dr. King, which culminated in a two-page written statement obtained between 2002 and 2055 hours — see 
attached. The topic of our interview concerned Dr. King's knowledge and insights of the shooter gleaned from a single three-hour evaluation 
conducted by Dr. King on October 24, 2006. Dr. King's statement included the following. 


The shooter was evaluated on October 24, 2006, at the offices of the Yale Center for Child Studies, located at 230 South Frontage Road in New 
Haven, CT. Yale Licensed Clinical Social Worker (LCSW) Heidi Grantz was also present for that meeting. The session was precipitated by an 


Employee Assistance Program (EAP) claim lodged by Peter Lanza (father of the shooter) through his then-employer, The General Electric 
Corporation. 


During the evaluation, Dr. King's impression of the shooter was that he "displayed a profound Autism Spectrum Disorder, with rigidity, isolation, and 
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a lack of comprehension of ordinary social interaction and communications.“ The snooter also displayed some Obsessive-Compulsive Disorder

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(OCD) issues, which Dr. King characterized as secondary. Dr. King stated, “My concern was that the shooter's social isolation and withdrawal was 


increasing.” He recommended to the mother, Nancy Lanza, that her son undergo further psycho-educational evaluation, to be completed by the 


Newtown School System. Dr. King suggested an emphasis be placed on increasing the shooter’s level of social functioning. 


Dr. King provided Nancy Lanza with contact information for Kathleen A. Koenig, an Advanced Practice Registered Nurse working at the Yale Center 
for Child Studies. Dr. King contacted Koenig himself, and related his impressions of the shooter, in preparation for continued treatment by Koenig 


facilttated by Nancy Lanza. Dr. King stated he bore no direct knowledge of any contact between Koenig and the Lanza family. 


Dr. King specifically stated, “...that during my brief meeting with (the shooter), while | was concerned clinically with his rigidity and social constriction, 
І noted nothing in (the shooter) which would have made this unfortunate outcome foreseeable.” (The “unfortunate outcome" referred to the events of 


December 14, 2012, perpetrated by the shooter at the Sandy Hook Elementary School in Newtown, CT.) 


Mathew Varguhese provided me with a раскеї he prepared in response to a subpoena received by Yale University, which included several 
document pertaining to Dr. King’s assessment of the shooter.

When | was first employed, at the Fairfield County Range in 1986, Dave Bachman owned the range. Dave sold the store in about 2000 to Pat 
Loturco, a retired Bridgeport Police Office, who retired to Utah.

Carrier at the Newtown, Connecticut Post Office. Link is the letter carrier for the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School. Link stated the following in substance and in part: 


On December 13, 2012, between 1330 and 1400 hrs, Link delivered mail to the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School. Link entered the school by the front door, explaining that he 
had to be “buzzed” in by school administration. Upon entering the vestibule area of the 
school, he noticed a person by the cafeteria and vestibule area, pacing and acting 
nervous and suspicious. The person was peering out the front windows of the school 
and seemed to stare at Link for an unusual period of time. The person did not fit the 
type of individual you would see at the school, because he was too old to be a student 
and too young to be a teacher. 


Link described the person as a white male, with wavy, dark colored hair between the 
ages of 16 and 20 years, with a thin build, approximately 5'7-5'8 tall. The person was 
wearing dark colored clothing and a plaid backpack. 


On the day. of the shooting incident at the school, Link provided the above mentioned 
information to an unidentified police office that was directing traffic in Newtown.

Peter stated that he 
assumed Adam was the only person who primarily used the vehicle, but he could not say for sure due to his limited interaction with Adam over the 
past two years. When asked about the Garmin Nuvi GPS unit Peter stated that he had purchased the unit for himself and used it until approximately 
June 2010. Peter stated that it was around that time that he gave the device to his son Adam to use. Again Peter stated that he assumed Adam was 
the only one who used the GPS device, but he could not say with any certainty due to his limited interaction with Adam.

On 04/11/13 at approximately 0940 hours, | called Robert Anthony's hair salon on Church Hill Rd, in Newtown, CT regarding information that we 
received that Adam Lanza was a customer there. | spoke with Diane Skuba (daughter), co-owner, who informed me that Nancy was never a 
customer and that Adam Lanza was a customer. Skuba stated that Jackie Davis was Lanza's hairdresser and that she no longer worked there. 
Skuba stated that Bob sometimes cut his hair but not often. When asked how we would be able to contact Davis, Skuba stated that she is 
approximately 30 years old and live ME. Skuba also stated that when CNN came to their salon, she stated that things got misconstrued 
and that what was printed in the newspapers about Adam Lanza was not what they (members of the salon) said. 


Detective Downs #502 was able to locate a Jacquelyn Davis in through a law enforcement database. A business card was left at the 
home of her parents, asking Davis to contact me in which she did. 


On 04/25/13, at approximately 1615 hours, Detective Mudry #824 and | met with Jacquelyn Davis, DOB LEN, at the State Police Barracks, 
Troop A, Southbury, CT with regards to the ongoing investigation. Jacquelyn Davis was the primary hairdresser for Ryan and Adam Lanza. During 
the interview, Davis stated, in part, the following: 


That she has been a hairdresser for 11 years and was employed by Robert Anthony's Salon in Newtown for approximately 9 years. During that time, 
she was the primary hairdresser for both Ryan and Adam Lanza. Davis stated that during the later part of her employment, Adam had gone to other 
stylists at Robert Anthony's. Davis stated that Ryan was approximately 16 years old when he started coming to her and he was a customer until he 
moved away after graduation of college. Davis stated that she saw Ryan socially as they had the same interests in music bands and she stated that 
he was a nice, sweet, intelligent shy guy. 


Davis stated that Adam was around 14-15 years old or middle school to high school age when she started to cut his hair. Davis stated that when 
she first met Adam, she was told by his mother, Nancy Lanza, that he had autism and did not want to be touched. Davis stated that she was told not 
to shampoo his hair, just spray it down, which meant make it wet with a spray bottle. Davis also stated that she was always told by Nancy to take an 
inch to 1/2 inch off and leave the bangs a certain length, more in his face. Davis stated that when she cut Adam's hair, he did not like to be touched. 
The sound of the clippers would cause him to cower away and she would hard!y use them. He sat with his hands in his lap and would always look 
down, never at her. Davis stated that she was told, either by Nancy or Ryan, that Adam was very intelligent and therefore she would just talk to him 
normal. Davis stated that she would have a conversation with him but he would never return it with anything other than one word answers. The 
answer would be in a soft whisper, not a completed word, but enough that she could understand what he would say. Davis stated that when Adam

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answered, he would always move his head in a downward direction. Davis stated that when she cut his hair, he usually came with his mother and 
she would stay in the front lobby and not hang around near him. Davis stated that when Adam was done with his haircut, he would get up from- the 
chair, walk to the lobby, and standby by the door and wait for his mother as if he could not wait to go. 


Davis stated that when Adam came in, he would usually be wearing tan khaki pants, and a white collared shirt, short or long sleeved. The shirts 
were always oversized. Davis stated that she never saw him wearing any black clothing of any sort. 


Davis stated that to the best of her recollection, Ryan never mentioned anything to her about his brother, Adam, and she does not ever remember 
seeing them talk when they were together. Davis stated that the boys usually came to the salon separately and Nancy was not a customer there. 


Davis stated that she left the salon in the summer of 2011 and went to work for Salon Michele in Newtown, which is next to My Place restaurant and 
bar. Davis stated that was the last time that she saw Adam (summer 2011). Davis stated that she and her co-workers would go to My Place once a 
week, most often on different nights, after the salon closed between 8-9 PM and she would always see Nancy there at the bar until 11 or 12 PM. 
Davis stated that Nancy would hang out there with the same group of people and that same group still hangs out there today. Davis stated that 
sometimes she would ask Nancy about Ryan and Adam and Nancy would only tell Davis what Ryan was doing and would rarely speak of Adam.

Empathy: On one instance in which we discussed consideration for one another in terms of making/cancelling plans | recall that 
Adam may have expressed that he was disappointed that the way he was caused me to feel slighted at times, Emotion wasn't 
something expressed in particularly verbose or grandiose fashion but it was expressed. He was capable of laughing, smiling, 
and making jokes though always in a dry fashion as neither of us would really be overly expressive. 


Plans: Activity planning was something that was done by both of us, He would at times suggest places to go or to go hiking. The 
possibility of going to areas that had been abandoned such as Pleasure Beach or some other mental hospital that he had been to 
before had been mentioned, | do not recall who he said he had been to the hospital with before, it may have been one of his 
parents or something. | was not always the one who made plans and so it did not ever feel like | was dragging him around, He 
drove over to my house one time, we went to New Rochelle to play at the arcade over there, but he never came in. One other 
place that we went to was a movie theater in bedford that was showing a documentary on Circuses. In the end | believe it was 
primarily problems with coordinating plans and then the frustration that came along with feeling like neither of us were 
understanding each other that ended up leading to his conclusion that it wasn't worth the trouble to ask him to do anything. Since 
1 had felt like ! didn't want to get frustrated about feeling like | was wasting effort | just decided that | would accept his decision. 


Hiking and exploration: Adam seemed to enjoy nature. He had mentioned the possibility of going hiking more than once. There 
were running jokes of getting lost in the woods, kidnapping, and disappearances on both our parts. It was pretty unclear who 
would be the person perpetrating that kind of thing and who would be the victim but it seemed like we were Interchangeable in 
the role for the sake of a joke. There were also mentions of the possibility of going to explore abandoned areas. 


Childhood: Mention of Adam's childhood rarely came up and it was not something that | steered the conversation towards. The 
times it did come up were related to jokes that were made about Adam's weight. As the game we were playing was one that 
required a lot of physical stamina it was also one that was quite good for exercise and weight loss, The joke that revolved 
around me was that | was too old and my body was too tired to keep up with songs that required the most agility. The joke that 
revolved around Adam was that he was fat. Obviously from his diet and his stature one can immediately tell that he was not. It 
was а cause of concern for me because at times he did not seem to properly hydrate or really seemed to maintain the diet that 
would hold up his body for all the physical activity. However, people who have played the game for very long amounts of time 
build up a lot of stamina. | had taken years off between the game and did a poor job of exercising so | had lost the majority of the 
stamina | once had and rarely could keep up with him. When Adam did drink water it was water with a certain amount of salt 
added to it. Adam's tastes were peculiar and he had once mentioned that at times he would just consume the salt directly. The 
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only concerns | had about this were for blood pressure levels but he was exercising so much that it really did not seem important 
at all, One quirk was that physical exhaustion only seemed to affect him when he was really floored, he didn’t really exhibit any 

of the other signs (heavy breathing, face flush, etc) until then. This may be related to the reports about how he was not 
particularly aware of his own physical state in terms of pain, etc. To expand on the joke of Adam being fat and how it related to 
him as a child he told me that when he was young he looked a lot bulkier (in proportion to his height) and had fat cheeks, Adam 
had kept hamsters so either | or he had likened it to rodents stuffing their cheeks full of food, He sent me a video of when he was 
young performing in some school recital. One thing that he had mentioned about the video was that he was really spaced out and 
that whoever was taking the video (one of his parents) had tried to get him to look at the camera but he did not notice, It Is difficult 
to teil whether or not Adam's view of himself as fat when he was a child was ever a serious one. Although all media reports 
mention no sign of “bullying” this also really gives me the impression that there was no overt physical bullying and does not really 
speak to any of the actual way people treated him when he was young. Being left alone because one want to be and being left 
alone because other people don't want to be involved Is pretty different. 


Self-Impressions: Adam's view of himself was one that | wondered about and there were some peculiarities that | noticed when | 
spent time with him. Adam was generally very specific about the clothes he wore. He would keep a change of a hooded 
sweatshirt In his car if he needed to replace sweat-soaked clothes. He would keep his hair generally around eye length and 
would regularly get his hair cut once every few months. He wore a hat. | don't remember if he would try to keep it on while 
playing. | don't think so. Because it was only natural to start sweating when playing a physically exhausting game, Adam would 
make trips to the bathroom to wipe his face off. Whenever he came back he would use the window as a mirror and adjust his 
hair, From this, it seemed like he was aware and did pay attention to his own appearance, Skin health came up once as he was 
breaking out but only In passing as | had probably asked him if he was under some stress or something. This was not something 
that he seemed preoccupied about or ever asked for an opinion from me about... nor did he ever mention it in speak, but from his 
physical actions you could see that he was aware of it. The impressions that appearance give off is one topic that came up in 
discussion when we would talk about people, 


Human Nature: We had a lot of discussion about human nature, perception, human judgement and perspective, etc. These were 
related to morals as a construct and societies and groups forcing their will on one another. Adam would at time seem to adopt a 
very nihilist take on things which seemed neither to be particularly for nor against the fact that these sorts of things happened but 
merely that might generally made “right.” | didn’t like that view as much as it was overly fatalistic and bleak. He was particularly 
interested in Chimp society and was very specific about Chimps and not Monkeys or Orangutans, etc. | belleve he once sent me 
some videos of how Chimps solved problems in their own societies. | may have mentioned the reports that had been appearing in 
the news of how monkeys (maybe Chimps, | can’t recall) would refuse to work for different grades of pay (food) if they 

observed peers doing the same work for more desirable rewards. Discussion about how Chimps were able to show more 
empathy to members of their group than humans were at time may have come up. | recall watching a video in which an adult 
Chimp comforted a child which may or may not have even been related to it In a very warm way. Empathy seemed like something 
that Adam was capable of understanding or at least had a concept about and seemed to have good Impressions about which 
leads me to question reports of Aspergers and such. 


The view of humans as glorified animals was one that was explored when we would talk about wild-childs. | believe we talked 
about Genie and one other earlier case, which was different. | recall explaining some small difference as Genie had been locked 
up until a certain age and the other child was raised by animals. | can't recall what was specifically said about this topic, but the 
topic came up. One other topic that came up was the previously mentioned topic of impressions. This topic was closely related to 
discussions about the flawed faculty of judgement of humans. The earlier topic that | had mentioned about human nature and 
systems was one where blology had come up (probably also why Chimps ended up being mentioned) in which we discussed 

just how much of those things were in our nature and how much was learned or part of environment. Discussion of this lead to 
talk about the problems of perception and problem solving and appraisal. Basically it revolved around the concept that humans 
have to make assumptions and judgements based on situations they have been in before in order to make sense of anything in 
their immediate world because the details of the world are so overwhelming that the more you take into consideration the more 
trouble you have in coming to any conclusion at all, much less one that would be considered "good." In terms of problem appraisal 
we taiked about how humans in general are horrible about making judgements in long term situations or situations where the 
consequences are not easy to conceptualize, This sort of mindset was one that | used to explain actions that groups of people 
seem to be okay with perpetrating on one another though they were generally horrible decisions. We discussed this very briefly 
in our own impressions of one another and also to other people. This was the point where he said he had no idea! was that 
much older than him because | didn’t appear so at all, | asked him if that bothered him and | don’t believe it did. Jokes were made 
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think | really talked about my impression of him besides that he was capable of discussion and didn't seem to be interested in 
placating me so that was enough for me. The issue of reconciling the knowledge that your own judgement and impression of 
people was always going to be subjective and the trouble of “understanding” a person would come up later when | would end up 
annoyed at problems in communication and plan making. 


Existential Crises: At times Adam would not respond to emails or would generally be unavailable for a couple of weeks. 
Sometimes when asked what he was up to and when | would receive replies they would generally be tongue-in-cheek answers 
of "moping around," This was also the same context that he would answer that he was having an existential crisis in. These 
were ongoing jokes in which we often made light of our own situations where we were stuck in our heads more than anything, It 
was also around this time that he had mentioned either losing or destroying his hard drive, There was hardware failure as well 
as purposeful destruction of data that he had accumulated, whether it was through formatting said data or physically attempting 
to destroy the data. During this period of existential crises is when | believe physical destruction of the data had occurred. He 
recounted taking a hammer to one of his (broken?) hard disks. This was around May or June of 2012, so if this is the same hard 
disk as the one that was collected then it probably had not been used after then. | have no idea how many he had destroyed 
though. It didn’t seem too out of the blue because this is actually something that can be done when one's hard drive is 
malfunctioning and the data Is possibly lost. In order to attempt some quick recovery one might freeze the hard drive for a period 
of time or hit the corners of the hard drive to try to get the disk to properly align while spinning as sometimes that is what causes 
issues with the disk. Eventual frustration and acceptance of the lost of data could mean taking it out on an already unrecoverable 
hard drive anyways. It didn't seem strange that one might get so annoyed at losing the data that they'd feel like physically 
destroying the drive. After repeated attempts at recovering data from a drive and exhausting all of my options aside from paying 
thousands of dollars I've knocked up a couple of hard drives as well. As for what these crises were caused by or were 
specifically about, when asked, | don't believe he wanted to talk about it so the topic was always dropped, 


Mental Illness: Mental Illness was a topic that would come up, Mental health may be a better way of phrasing it. There were many 
times In which we both tried to help one another deal with whatever problems we had by talking about it and putting these 
problems into proper perspective. Advice could be given from both parties and usually met with acceptance rather than 
defensiveness, | don't remember if Adam had said he was diagnosed with anything but 1 do recall talking about psychologists at 
one point and how | had never found them to be much help. Adam may have echoed this sentiment. Medicine was also something 
that | had not found very effective, 1 do not recall whether or not Adam had said he had been on any or was using any at that 

time. | think he did not really have any vocal response to give when | mentioned the medicine that | had tried out. Regardless 
mental health and mental illness and what not were never regarded as anything that ever reflected on the character of a person 
and we both saw it as a symptom of something else rather than as a result of what or who a person is. Mental health and the 
opinions that people would have over such issues was something that Adam would talk about. He would teli me about the 
discussions he had on youtube and how the stance he had on issues of mental illness such as paedophelia would cause others 

to make snap judgements about him as an apologist. | recall telling him that since they were taboo subjects they were very 
polarizing. | also recall him talking about deleting the comments he made later and saying that it had been a waste of time. | do not 
recall whether it was comments he made or a video he made. Regardless, it was something that he was aware of and seemed 
interested in. It Since there weren't that many topics that he would express interest in first | remember following up on it. 


Film: Many of the films that we watched were related in some way to the human psyche or other related topics. Any sort of 
horror-type film we watched always had some sort of psychological aspect to it and we were never interested in watching 
anything that could really be considered a slasher or really objectified violence or gore as a commodity to Increase viewership. 
This is not to say that these movies did not have any violence, physical/mental/sexual/etc, but that they were never the focus of 
the movie, At times the way these films used the violence or horror could be seen as exploitative, challenging, or subversive 
however never in the sense of a mainstream "horror" film. Adam seemed to really be into these films but also not in any sadistic 
or strange sense. He had a wide knowledge of those films from that era of 80s to 90s b-typeish horror films, most likely all 
straight to VHS, and watched them by himself as well. I'm not sure where this knowledge came from but it appeared to be 
self-cullivated. There was a real quaintness to it since these movies that he was interested іп were about as old as he was and 
It appealed to me because they were in a way nostalgic. One would expect to see these kinds of films on late night cable, 
possibly public access, on some Elvira program or something of that nature. We would discuss the characters in the films or the 
special effects. One of the reasons why | insisted he watch the original "The Thing" was for the special effects and puppetry. 
We watched the remake together as well and were both quite disappointed in It. | recall discussing elements of the original that 
were done very well that the remake did very poorly such as the feeling of isolation, the establishment of a sense of space of

WITNESS INTERVIEW REPORT: COREY DAVIDSON 








On August 14th, 2013, from approximately 1600 hours to 1618 hours, I met with witness, Corey Davidson, within Loews Theatres located at 61 
Eagle Rd. Danbury, CT to obtain a witness statement. Within the Manager's office, Davidson stated verbally and later in a sworn written statement 
that for the past four years he has been working at the AMC (Loews Theatres.) He has seen the shooter almost every weekend up until a month 
prior to December 14th, 2012. Davidson describes the shooter as being a “regular” who would come to the theatre alone, not to watch movies but to 
specifically play Dance Dance Revolution (which he seemed to have mastered at an expert level.) The shooter would rarely interact with anyone 
aside from the few times he would go the guest service desk to ask for tokens used for the game. He would usually arrive at the theatre around брт 
and leave around 10 or 11pm. As to he played the game he would never show any emotion. No matter what the temperature was outside the 
shooter would always wear the same clothing, a sweater and pants. The shooter frequented the theatre so much that he was deemed “DDR Boy.” 
He would play the game so much that he would sweat profusely, but he still persisted to play. The last time that Davidson saw the shooter was 
sometime in November about a month before the shooting. Davidson initially learned that "DDR Boy" was the shooter after a Film Crew Member 
recognized him from a photograph on the internet (See attached copy of statement for details.) 


During this interview | showed Davidson two photographs of which he immediately identified the shooter as "DDR Boy" but not Nancy Lanza (See 
attached photographs.)

WITNESS INTERVIEW REPORT: DARREN PRICE 




















On August 15th, 2013, from approximately 1221 hours to 1305 hours, Det. Downs and | met with witness, Darren Price, within Loews Theatres 
which is located at 61 Eagle Rd., Danbury, CT. Inside the Manager's office, Price stated verbally and later in a sworn written statement that he is a 
Film Crew employee for Loews Theatres (AMC) and has been so for the past 3 years. 


Sometime in April of 2011 was the first time that Price met the boy that everybody referred to as “DDR guy”, hereinafter referred to as the shooter. 
Price initially noticed him playing the Dance Dance Revolution (DDR) game, which is a game that Price frequently plays. The shooter played the 
game so much that Price had to put a token on the machine indicating that he wanted to play. When that happened the shooter responded, “Are 
you going to play?", and Price stated "yes." Price then played the game with the shooter which can be done simultaneously. At this time, Price 
asked him what his name was and he didn't reply, which made Price feel awkward. The following day, the shooter came back and started playing 
the game with [ZJ (LNU), whom employees refer to as "DDR girl." He also started playing the game with an Asian boy. Price stated that Ж would 
only come to the theatre to play DDR and the Asian boy would normally go to the movies and then play with the shooter. The shooter would come to 
the theatre every Friday thru Sunday from approximatley 1400 hours to 1800 hours, playing for about 4 hours. 


In August 2011, the shooter continued coming every Friday thru Sunday but started playing the game for about 8 to 10 hours. 


Sometime in 2011, there was a large snowstorm and he hadn’t seen the shooter for about a month after that. According to Price, it was either

before or after the snowstorm that he interacted with the shooter and that’s when the shooter formally told Price his first name. 


When the shooter came back to the theatre in February 2012 he was wearing the same clothes as he always did, grey hoodie and slacks. However, 
he seemed more anti-social meaning he no longer played with zy the Asian boy or Price. 


The last interaction Price had with the shooter was in August or September of 2012. Price described the shooter as being more distant than he 
normally was. As the shooter came back from the restroom, cleaning himself up from the sweat, Price approached him and asked him if he was ok. 
The shooter replied, that he didn't have any money and also stated “I just don’t want to go home now.” Price noticed that the shooter's right sleeve 
was slightly pulled up and he noticed a large circular welt (bruise) on his forearm. After noticing that, he offered the shooter $20 dollars to play the 
game, which he accepted. The next day at work Price heard from the Manager from the night before, who stated that he had to unplug the game to 
get the shooter to leave, which he did without incident. 


Price initially learned about the incident the following Monday after the shooting. When he got to work some employees approached him and stated |

-Nancy had talked about a plan to relocate with the shooter so that he could go.back to school. Nancy was looking at moving to Washington 
State or North Carolina

-Nancy was very smart in school and finished high school early. After high school, Nancy went to the University of New Hampshire for three years 
to study English, Spanish and possibly Social Services but never graduated from college.

-when the shooter first moved to Connecticut, he was more of a social kid who would attend various play groups and parties.

-the shooter loved music and could play the saxophone. 

-the shooter took board games very seriously and no one could joke around or ignore the rules when he was playing. 

-the shooter was very concerned about the environment, liked to spend time outdoors and liked to climb. He indicated that he wanted to climb 
every mountain in New Hampshire. 

-in high school, the shooter was home-schooled through the schoo! system. Nancy would bring the shooter to the school for advanced courses 
but he was not in the mainstream school setting. The shooter had issues moving through the school between classes and therefore Nancy would 
bring him back and forth to school to accommodate his schedule. 

-Nancy approached the interviewee years ago asking for a recommendation for a gun to purchase for protection. The interviewee recommended a 
Smith and Wesson .38 Snubby.

-the shooter would not leave the house after Hurricane Sandy and Nancy bought a generator after the storm.

WITNESS INTERVIEW REPORT: MARVIN LAFONTAINE 





On September 4th, 2013, from approximately 1400 hours to 1457 hours, Det. Downs and | conducted a phone interview with Marvin Lafontaine. 
During the interview, Lafontaine stated verbally that his family and the Lanza family became friendly through the "Scouts" where all their boys 
attended. Lafontaine held weekly Scout meetings at his residence and Nancy would bring her boys to attend. Nancy's husband, Peter, was a hard 
worker so he never really saw him at the meetings, but both families often went out together. 


Before the Lanza family moved from New Hampshire in 1998 to Connecticut, Lafontaine stayed in touch with Nancy frequently. They would talk on 
the phone at least once a week, e-mail each other once a day and meet once a month in Boston for dinner. | 


In 2003, Lafontaine left his current job and lost contact with Nancy, meaning, she had his work number and would call him there. 


Lafontaine stated that he used to copy and paste Nancy's e-mails onto a word document because he has had trouble in the past with Yahoo losing 
them. Unfortunately, Yahoo lost a large portion of the e-mails that he had not pasted onto a word document because of inactivity on his account. 
Lafontaine further stated that those lost e-mails contained information that the shooter was being bullied in school verbally and physically while he 
attended middle school and high school. Lafontaine will be attempting to contact Yahoo to retrieve those e-mails. Lafontaine remembers on two 
occasions that Nancy told him that the shooter carne home from school with bruises and Nancy was very upset by this. It got to a point that Nancy 
started accompanying the shooter to school and stayed in his classrooms because the teachers didn’t do anything. Lafontaine stated the

the first from 1998 and the second from 2008-2009. On September 13th, 2013, | received two e-mails from Lafontaine containing the attachments 
of e-mail correspondence (See attached correspondence.) 


The last time that Lafontaine had heard from Nancy was in February 2012. She had reached out to him, via his Facebook account, just simply saying 
hello. At the time, he didn’t know how to use Facebook so he didn’t see the post until a couple of weeks ago. 


Nancy never said anything negative about her kids; she always spoke of them positively. Lafontaine specifically remembers Nancy telling him that 
the shooter is as “neurotic” as she is. 


Lafontaine stated he never had an intimate relationship with Nancy, however he wanted it. He felt that she wanted intimacy too, but something told 
him not to act on it. 


Lafontaine remembers telling Nancy about a traumatic event that he had. When he was younger he got into an accident. His best friend was killed 
and he lost his leg. Nancy then stated that she too suffered a traumatic event but didn't want to explain it. Since Lafontaine has a close relationship

As a hobby, Lafontaine and Nancy would take their boys shooting behind his house where he had a makeshift gun range. At the time, the shooter 


was 5 years old. Here, he and Nancy taught the shooter to fire a .22 and a high powered air rifle. Lafontaine stated that the boys were really bad 
shots. 


Lafontaine described the shooter as being quieter than other boys, but brilliant with an extremely high IQ. He specifically remembers the shooter 
walking around making a “chit chat” noise that he personally felt was cute. 


Lafontaine went on to state that the media in the past has severely misquoted him. 


Lafontaine provided that he has heard about the shooter taping his clips together and reloading during the Sandy Hook School shooting. Lafontaine 
went on to state that if you are planning to shoot multiple rounds then taping the clips together and reloading is the right way to do it.

Interview: On 12/15/12, this Detective and Detective Downs #502, responded tS, and met with Eugene Rosen, 
D.O.B. BP. of the aforementioned address, with regards to the ongoing investigation. During the interview, Rosen stated, іп part, the following: 


That on 12/14/12, at approximately 0930 hours, he was exiting the loft of a detached building on his property when he observed several, perhaps 6 
as he recalls, small children to be sitting in the grass out by the fence at the edge of his property. Rosen stated that there was a tall man standing 
near the children, telling them that it was going to be okay. Rosen recalled that the man seemed agitated, and that he doesn’t recall where the male 
went or when he left, but that he didn’t see the male again after he, Rosen, made contact with the children. Rosen stated that there was a female 
bus driver named LNU with the children at the time. Rosen clarified that told him that she had “picked them (the children) up,” but 
stated that he did not know from where or how she had come to have the children with her. Rosen stated that he and brought the children 
inside his house and tried to calm them down. Rosen stated that the children were crying and saying that they couldn’t go back to school because 
they didn’t have a teacher and that their teacher was dead. Rosen stated that after having seen the news footage overnight, he believes that the 
details that the children were relaying were those pertaining to the shooting death of Victoria Soto. Rosen stated that he and tried to call a few 
of the telephone numbers that some of the children verbally gave them to contact their parents, but that he believed that many were home telephone 
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numbers and he wasn't able to reach anyone. Rosen stated that called her supervisor at the bus company and gave the supervisor the 
names of the children present, and stated that the supervisor was able to contact at least some of the parents, some of whom began arriving at 
Rosen's house within 10 to 15 minutes later to collect their children. Rosen stated that there were still a few children left at his house, perhaps two to 
the best of his recollection, when-he and brought the children next door to the firehouse. Rosen could not recall how they had gotten word 
that the children were all being brought there, but knew that it had come from some outside source. Rosen stated that once they got to the firehouse, 
they saw that the police and the faculty and staff were there taking attendance and he turned the two children over to them. Rosen stated that he 


gave his contact information and anything else he thought would be useful, including the telephone numbers he had tried calling, to one of the 
Troopers at the firehouse before leaving. 


When asked what details he had overheard or been told by the children, Rosen stated that he had heard several of the boys in the group talking 
about the guns the shooter had, one boy had said he saw the man with a big gun and then another boy stated that he had seen the man with a little 
gun. Rosen stated that he recalled that the boys may have settled on the idea that the man had two guns on him, both a big one and a little one. 


Additionally, Rosen stated that one of the little girls had relayed to him that their teacher, Ms. Soto 03. 12 


See attached written statement prepared and notarized by this Detective, sworn to and signed by Rosen, and witnessed by Detective Downs.

On 12/15/2012 at approximately 10:45 hours | telephoned and spoke with a woman who identified herself as CZ confirmed that 
she and Nancy have been life long friends since the MZ further related that Nancy had visited her two weeks ago (12/01/2012). 


Nancy had stopped by her house on her way back from Bethel, Maine where she was visiting I ZN believes that Nancy 
stayed at the Bethel Hill Bed and Breakfast. 


was aware that Adam had aspergers, and Nancy talked about how Adam was becoming increasingly despondent. Adam had not left his 
room in the past three (3) months. Nancy was having to cater to Adam's every need, and although Nancy and Adam resided in the same house, they 
(Nancy and Adam) only communicated with one another via e-mail. claimed that Nancy attributed all of Adam's behavior to aspergers and 
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Nancy expressed how sorry she felt for Adam. 


Nancy had explained to her that Adam had no emotional connection to her (Nancy). She (Nancy) had asked Adam if he would feel bad if anything 
happened to her and his reply was no. 


Adam disliked Christmas and because of this dislike, Nancy was unable to put up a Christmas tree in their house. The recent storm Hurricane Sandy 
put Adam over the edge after they had lost power. While the power was out for several days, Nancy tried to convince Adam to leave the house to 
stay at a hotel or in a recreational vehicle to no avail. 


Nancy never expressed any concern about fearing for her safety while alone with Adam, and ТЕШ was unaware of any physical abuse sustained 
from Adam. 


Following my telephone interview with ЕЕ the information gathered from ДІ was provided to A.S.A.C. Rhonda Glover of the Federal

each other's views regarding guns and never talked about guns. Nancy did mention to her that she did keep a handgun in her bedroom night stand, 
and Nancy's explanation for this was that it made her feel safe [IIE ҮЛ Su 
A ШУЛ again reiterated that Nancy never mentioned anything about feeling threatened by Adam. ТШ did recall Nancy talking about 
how she recently purchased Adam another video game. ҰН could not recall the name of the game. Based on prior conversations with Nancy, 
believed Adam played many violent/ shooting type games. The subject of the types of games she purchased for Adam was another topic 
they (Nancy and ЖҮ disagreed on and spoke little about.

Police and Champion identified himself as a sheriff for the Kingstown Police Department in New Hampshire. Champion stated that his sister, Nancy 
Lanza ((c) ENE. (^) 203-426-8167) lives at 36 Yogananda Street in Sandy Hook CT and has two boys. One son is Ryan Lanza who lives 
in Hoboken New Jersey and is a CPA in New York City. The second son is Adam Lanza who lives in Sandy Hook CT with his mother. Champion 
further stated that Adam is antisocial but is very intelligent and has Aspergers which is a form of Autism. Champion last saw the boys and Nancy 
two years ago. The boys and Nancy would target shoot in New Hampshire. Champion also added that Nancy's ex husband was Peter Lanza but he 
was unsure of Peter's whereabouts. During our conversation Champion asked if his sister was alive. | informed Champion that | could not provide

On a number of occasions remembers 
Nancy stating that she owned a number of firearms. She also stated that she didn't have a permit. Nancy asked what was needed to ship or get rid 
of them. believes she bought them in New Hampshire because she told she was born and raised there and learned how to shoot 
there. At one point Nancy spoke of her son Adam. She shared that Adam has Aspergers syndrome. Over the years has seen Nancy, he 
has never seen Adam. met Ryan her other son. About five years ago, when Ryan was 18 years old, Ryan did some work for 04 at the 
owned. He did some paperwork for on maybe five or six occasions. Ryan was bright and a great kid. doesn't 
believe he has seen him since. About thirteen months ago began a new business that Nancy became aware of. Nancy had said outward 


that business could be a possible job opportunity for her boy. That possibility was never explored. Since that time ЖЖ ran into Nancy 
three times.

was hesitant to provide me with Dr. Fox's contact information over the telephone, at which time | provided her with my police 
credentials and contact information ÜÜ stated that she would contact Dr. Fox and have him contact me per my request. 


On 12/17/2012 at approximately 1200 hours, | received a telephone call from an individual who identified himself as Dr. Paul Fox. Dr. Fox related 
that he heard about the school shooting and vaguely recalls treating Adam Lanza. The only records he had with him in New Zealand concerning 
Adam Lanza were billing records. He explained that all of his medical records pertaining to clients he treated in the United States are currently in 
storage in the United States. Dr. Fox refused to disclose where his files were stored, however he would call me back after he had an associate 
examine his files. 


On 12/18/2012 | received a telephone call back from Dr. Fox. Dr. Fox explained that any medical records pertaining to Adam Lanza have been 
destroyed since it has been over five (5) years since he last treated him (per state statute he is allowed to destroy any files over 5 years old). Dr. Fox 
did recall that Adam was about 15 years of age when he last saw him and recalls Adam having aggression problems and possibly having been 
diagnosed with Asperger's Syndrome. He recalled Adam as very rigid and resistant to engagement. He was unable to provide any further details 
concerning Adam. 


Dr. Fox assured me that he would contact me if he locates any medical records pertaining to Adam Lanza. 


This information was passed on to members of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.
